COURT UPHOLDS VERDICT FOR ~ 


$2906 ON ACCIDENT POLICY 


Woman to Whom It Was Issucd Was 
Killed Before It Reached 
Her by Mail. 

A verdict for $2906 on an accident 
insurance policy in favor of Mrs. 
Lyman Prindle of Roodhous. HL, 
was upheld yesterday by the st. 
Louis Court of Appeals. 

The policy was issued to Mrs. Arla 
A. Henshaw of 3700 Humphrey 
street, naming Mra. Prindle bene- 
ficiary. It was issued on Feb. 7, 
1918, and mailed to Mra. Henshaw 
two days later, being addresped to 
her place of business. She never re- 
ceived the policy, as she was killed 
in an automobile accident on the 
evening of Feb. 9, 1918, after she had 
been to a funeral, The accident oc- 
curred at Forsythe avenue and Skin- 
ker road. : 

It was contended by the iInaurance 
company, the Fidelity and Casqiity 
Co. of New York, that a conteact fo 
insure Mre. Henshaw did not extet 
because she had not actually recelyéd 
the policy and she had no opporte- 
nity of signing certain agreements fp 
connection therewith. The Appel- 
late Court, however, holds that péd- 
session of the policy by the bene- 
ficilary is sufficient proof that it wis 
delivered. In regard to the claim 
that the insured had not signed cert 
tain agreements, the Court says it is 


presumed that she had acquainted 


_ herself with these agreement, and

MR, ANTWINE’S OPINION. 


ad is pretty hard to figure a chance for the 
opponents of hard roads in Missouri,’ Mr. 
Antwine said. 

“There are plenty of one-gallus statesmen in 
the Legislature who would throw $60,000,000 
away on dirt roads and forfeit our right to an 
additional $35,000,000 from the Federal Govern- 
ment, but popular sentiment against such a folly 
is acting as a powerful deterrent. 

“I notice the map of the proposed hard road 
System shows it extending into every county of 
the State, which ought to appease some of the 
dirt road people. Certainly a little of the right 
thing, capable of extension, is preferable to 
many times the wrong thing made for a season. 

“There is an impression at Jefferson City 


that the dirt road people are going to win. 


This is the opinion of the correspondents and 
the political experts, who believe that what 
the Legislature is going to do is to turn the 
roid fund over to the counties and have a 
big pie feast instead of a good roads svsten. 

“I ¢€on't believe the Republicans dare de 
thet. If they do, they will go down under 
the wrath of the people in the next election, 
and they will stay out of office ds long as the 
dirt road bonds are unredeemed. It ix for them 
to say whether they want to visit this penalty 
upon themselves. Theirs is the power. 

“It seems to me that good roads have a much 
greater significance to Missouri than most of us 
realize. We have in some respects one of the 
most interesting states to get into, and once 
people begin to get into it we are likely to find 
ourselves playing host to many states around. 

“We must not forget that.. How many people 
ever saw Onondaga Cave, which Enos Mills 
says is the most beautiful cave in the United 
States? How many Missourians ever saw our 
great springs, which are veritable rivers bub- 
bling out of the ground? Imagine the Mera- 
mec Spring, the flow of which is so great that 
proposals were made at one time to biing the 
water supply of St. Louis from that source! 

“Most of the people in St. Louls and Kansas 
City never saw one of the Ozark rivers. The 
Current River would be one of the favorite 
recreation streams of half a dozen states if 
there were any way to get to it. Yet it is only 
one of several such streams. 

“Good roads would discover the Ozarks, and 
the Ozarks are in more ways than one Mis- 
souri’s greatest asset.”’

One day this week Otto Widmann of St. 
Louis, author of a manual of the birds of Mis- 
sour!. was 80 years old. His friends in the St. 
Louis Naturalists’ Club—collectors in most ev- 
erything but rents—gathered about him upon 
that occasion and testified to his long service 
in natural science. Mr. Widmann has been an 
observer of the birds of Missouri for 50 years. 
He knows something about all of the 300 varie- 
ties of birds which either reside in or visit the 
State during migration. He saw the. wild 
pigeons whose disappearance has been so com- 
plete and mysterious that one of the theories 
advanced in explanation of it is that they flew 
to sea and were lost. He recalls a time when 
the wild swan was an annual visitant to all our 
principal lakes and streams. He has seen the 
snowy heron or egret make the very willows 
along the Mississippi and Missouri rivers like 
so many white, flowering snowball! bushes. He 
knew the parokeet when it was common in 
Southeast Missouri. We have a _ wonderful 
heritage in wild bird life in Missouri. Living 
as we do upon the shore of the Mississippi 
River, the favorite highway of migratory birds 
going north and. south through the interior of 
the country, we share with the other river 
states a veritable economic and esthetic treas- 
ure in birds. It is in this field that Mr. Wid- 
mann has worked, to the enrichment of both 
what we know and feel as to this superb and 
fascinating form of life. Really to have known 
so many birds and such birds as we have for 
50 years is to have come into a comprehension 
of all life of which one living in one’s own little 
world is incapable. That is what Mr. Wid- 
mann has done. He has been for 25 years our 
court of last resort in Missouri as to whether 
the first robins come to Shrewsbury or Web- 
ster—our reference almanac without which we 
must long ago have fallen fighting, to the ever- 
lasting humiliation of all robins, catbirds, 
thrushes, bobolinks, chewinks, sparrows, sap- 
suckers, whippoorwills, redbirds, woodpeckers, 
flickers, shrikes, wild ducks, sparrow hawks, 
hoot owls, house wrens, chimney swifts, bull- 
bats, dickcissels, meadow larks, rails, herons, 
gallinules, grackles, goshawks, warblers, mock- 
ingbirds, grosbeaks, martins, swallows, wild 
geese, brant, king birds, coots, sandpipers, kil- 
deer, eagles, bluejays, bitterns, crows and good- 
ness knows what other Missouri birds.
